today that Carter launched his million-

Most anim als will be able to withstand very j 
cold temperatures if these two condition are met.

3. Provide auxillary heat if available—heat lamps should be hung high enough to preventI 
animals from touching them and becoming burnt.

4. Provide fresh water—warmed just enough to take the cold chill off of it. Watering two or three I 
times daily is preferred but AT LEAST once a day is necessary. D on’t make them eat snow as they I 
cannot eat enough to satisfy their thirst without drastically reducing their body temperature. Also j 
watch metal containers—animals mouths and tongues can easily freeze to them. 
| 
5. If possible, use the sun for warmth as much as possible. If the animals are provided with a j 
break from the wind and bedding, the sun will provide more heat than necessary for com fort. 
6. Do Not m ove or disturb them except when necessary. Heat can be best conserved by staying J 
as still as possible.

7. If facilities allow, group the animals. U nless it is necessary don’t isolate one or two anim als. 
They can use one another to keep warm. 
8. Use common sense—check on them periodically. Do what you can to them and then leave j 
them alone..

F a rm s w ithout a tobacco 
allotm ent or quota may have 
one established for the 
1977 
program year of they meet 
e lig ib ility re q u irem en ts. An 
application 
for a new farm 
tobacco quota or allotment must 
be filed with the Rush County 
ASCS at 1520 Northwood Plaza 
no later than February 15, 1977. 
Tobacco quotas for 1977 are 
autom atically established for 
all eligible old tobacco farms. 
The new farm provision applies 


only to farm s that do not have a 
quota or allotment. 
According to Glen H unger­ 
ford, Chairm an of the Rush 
County ASC Committee, 
the 
following requirem ents m ust be 
met to be eligible; Neither the 
owner nor the operator of the 
farm m ay have an interest in 
any other farm which has a 
tobacco quota established for 
1977.

Therefore, one of the 
tricks to making yourself feel 
warmer in the house at a given 
temperature is to increase the 
humidity. Some furnaces are 
equipped with h u m id ifiers; 
many people have cabinet type 
humidifiers, but if you have 
neither of these, open pans of 
water on or near heat registers 
help immensely.

It is also suggested 
that when out in the weather, 
not to b reath e through your 
mouth 
A few m ore words of caution 
Snow shoveling takes its toll 
every w in te r. 
T his sudden 
exertion can be a shock to the 
body. P lease attack your snow 
removal in short sessions of less 
than 
five 
m inutes
